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Comments: 

Attached is a proposed independent claim for allowance to replace claim 13 

Using common toilet tissue rolls in filtering systems is known, e.g. in U.S. Patents 6,319,416; 5,552 065" 
4,869,820; 3,868,327; and 5,030,345. Tissue rolls made coreless are taught in FR 2,554 799 cited by the 
applicant. The proposed claim makes clear the radial direction flow through the filter element by defininq an axis 
(as shown in applicant's drawing) and capping the filter element ends (as shown in applicant's drawing) 
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1. (proposed) A filter system for filtering a fluid comprising 

a cylindrical case comprising (i) a cylindrical sidewall extending about a central axis and 
closed at axial ends fey-fespee#ve4ids-, and (ii) an inlet and an outlet; and 

a filter element in the form of a tubular cylinder axially positioned within said case such 
that axial ends of said filter element are respectively capped by said lids- and the interior of the 
case is partitionedmto an inner radial part and an outer radial part; said filter element comprising 
an absorbent tissue paper material in sheet form compactly wound to form inner winding turns 
therein and to form said tubular cylinder, said inner winding turns exhibiting a contour which 
prevents the inner winding turns from unraveling inward, said filter element being devoid of a 
central core, 

said inlet communicating with said outer radial part and said outlet communicating with 
said inner radial part such that fluid to be filtered flows in a centripetal direction from said outer 
radial part across said filter element and into said inner radial part.
